and belides what hath been ſpoken 
before, concerning the difference 
between the 5nfirmities of Saints, 
and the falls of wicked men, which 
may conduce much to the: comfort 
of the people of God under their 
failings and iofhrmities ; I ſhall now 
ſubjoya three or four other com- 
fortable conſiderations, with which 
I ſhall put a period to chis dif- 
courſe. 

Firſt, Sin cannot ſeparate Saints 
from the love of God. Tfany thing 
in the world could quench and ex- 
tin2niſh the flame of Gods loved a

For their is more malig- 
nity 11a ſtate of jn, than inan a# of 
fin. Now (ſaith rhe Apoſtle) God 
commendeth hu love to mz in that 
when we were yet ſinners, Chriſt dyed 
for ww, Rom 5. 8$, It God love 
ſinners , while ſinners z then fticrly 
his love tdSaints cannot be broken off 
by ſin; It the time of their b1od 
was the time of his love, as Ez;

But God takes notice of a /itle 
pood 1n the! midſt of abindance of e- 
vill ; of alittle gold in the mid(t of 
abundance of oare; Of a little wheat 1n 


the midſt of abundance of chaffe. And 


 1tis worth our choiceſt obſcrvatzon, 


that when the Spirit of God in the 
Scripture giveth us the characters 
of Saints, he hideth their failings, 
and takerh notice onely of their 
graces, I will g1VC You 2a few 1s 
ſtances, If you look into Gen. 
18, 12, you ſhall { find that Sarahs 
ſpeech 
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ſpeech was full of diſtruſt and un- 
belick, ſhall I bave pleaſure my Lord 
al ſo being old? There was but one 
word, that of Lord, the note 
reverence and reſpec ro her husband, 
and that the holy Ghoſt eifewhere 
takerh notice of 1 Per. 3. 6. ſhe called 
Abraham Lord. 

And although Afoſes was (ome- 
times ionate 3 yet the holy 
Ghoſt ſileth him the meckeſt man 
upon the face of the earth, Numb, 
13.3. Now the man Moſes was very

upon the face of the earth, And in 
Heb. 11, 31, There is no mention 
of Rahabs lye, but onely of her faith 
and peaceable behaviour towards 
the ſpies.

viz, that he kept his commandement<s, 
and followed the Lord with all hu 
beart, &c, 1 King.
